Collodion was ordered by McCnr- 


roll recently for taxes due in 1937, 
1938 and 1939. The use tax is a 2 per 
cent levy on anything bought outside 
the stale for use within the state 
upon which the sales lax would have 
been collected had it been bought in 
Arkansas. 


Mr. Mann's suit, filed by Coleman 


& Riddick, Little Rock lawyers, and 
Burk Mann, lawyer of Forrest City, 
said Mann bought earlier this year 
gin machinery and equipment in Ala- 
bama, costing 510,185. The stale Rev- 
enue Department has demanded lhal 
he pay $323.70 sales lax within 30 days 
or penalties may be invoked. 


The suit denied the "use" lax para- 


graph in the sales tax law attempted 
to levy a use tax. "The only effect 
of the paragraph is lo require a re- 
tailer lo report and pay the sales lax 
upon any of his stock of merchandise 
bought for resale which the retailer 
uses or consumes inslea'd of selling 
it to another consumer," it alleged, 


If the paragraph is interpreted as 


Commissioner McCarroll interprets it, 
the suit said the tax is void for the 
state legislature has no power to levy 
a tax upon sales made, beyond its 
jurisdiction, or upon sales in interstate 
commerce. Under McCarroll's inter- 
pretation, the tax is levied only upon 
property acquired in interstate com- 
merce and is a direct burden on inter- 
state commerce, contrary to the fed- 
eral constitution, the suit said. 


Since no credit is allowed Ihe tax- 


payer for taxes imposed in other 
states upon purchases, it subjects the 
properly lo multiple taxation, also a 
violation of Ihe commerce clause of 
the' federal constitution it alleged. 


It is in violation of the Arkansas 


constitution, under the commissioner's 
interpretation, because Ihe state con- 
ttiluion provides that all laxes upon 
jToperty shall be uniform and equal 
and no species shall be taxed higher 
than another species. The legislature 
has no power to levy a tax and limit 
its imposition upon property bought 
in other stales while exempting prop- 
erty bought in Arkansas, the suit 
charged. 


As a final charge against validity of 


the paragraph, the suit contended the

WASHINGTON-W—The Interstate 


Commerce Commission Tuesday up- 
held the Arkansas Corporation Com- 
mission in its refusal to permit in- 
creased freight rates on several com- 
modities..

Mean- 
while, the population has increased 
by nine million since 1929. Hence 
the national income is really down 
by more than 
one-fourth. 


"Now then: for the five-year per- 


iod, 
1925 to 1929 inclusive, the farm 


income averaged $10,00,000,000 n year. 
Last year it stood at $7,625,000,000 in- 
cluding benefit payments, 


"If we could get the national in- 


come back to the $80,000,00,0000 level, 
farm prices would go up. 
There's 


no way to correct the farm problem 
overnight. We've got to get our sys- 
tem of private enterprise lo work 
nnd gel it functioning again, 


"Here's another angle. The na'llon- 


al per capita tax in America, count- 
ing state, local and federal govern- 
ment, is' $101.05. In 1903 it was $17.07; 
even as late as 1913 it was only $22.06. 
And those figures only tell part of 
the story. 
They don't reflect the 


money we borrowed and spent. Rough- 
ly, the various governments are spend- 
ing a third of our national income. 


"How in the world can we expect 


a system of private enterprise to 
function under those conditions? Wo 
need to pursue a course which will 
promote private enterprise, put people 
back on the payroll and give 'em a 
little buying power. 


"No wonder farm prices arc low. 


The solution doesn't lie in simply 
having the government say, 'Here— 
here's the cost of production; now go 
ahead and make a profit.' 
In the 


long run we nil go up or down to- 
gether," 


All of this, to be sure, doesn't 


mean that Mr. Brenckman wouldn't 
like to see a bit of the right kind 
of farm legslation passed,' just in case.

Topping all previous calculations, a 


new definition of the ring's possible 
scope was given by Judge Harry S. 
McDcvitt in a telegram- urging J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, to come here 
and make n "personal survey of the 
unbelievable cri'm'o syndicate."

PHILADELPHIA — The slay-for- 


pay syndicate whose existence was dis- 
closed when two of-its-'Philadelphia 
principals "broke,".^carried;,.on .op- 
erations so-'fantastic,"so' 'far-fiung and 
•so involved that the Philadelphia po- 
lice are working" 24 hours a day mak- 
ing arrests, exhuming bodies, grill- 
ing prisoners and seeking new sus- 
pects and more victims. 


Police of five other stales are co- 


operating, and Federal agents will en- 
tor' the case. 
Exhumed bodies are 


pilling up so fast lhal additional 
chemists have been hired to make 
analyses. 


And even as the authorities strug- 


gle to catch up with ,lho syndicate's 
ten-year-old crime trail, there is the 
grisly possibility thai Ihe ring is rac- 
ing lo kill its members or customers 
to forestall further revelations. 


Each day brings out new angles 


in Ihis sensational case. 
To date 


here is what the Philidelphia authori- 
ties say about it: 


The ring operated! in Pennsylvania 


(with Iwo branches in Philadelphia 
and one in Pittsburgh so fur dis- 
covered), Delaware, New Jersey, New 
York and Connecticut. It may have 
done a amil-oredr busines on Ihe Paci- 
fic Coast, too. 


For a fee and u percentage of the 


nsurance money colecletl, t instruct- 
ed dissatisfied women, and a few men, 
in ways to murder, supplied poision 
or did the "jobs" for them. 


Apparently, it also ran a "matri- 


monial agency" lo supply new hus- 
bands or lovers. 
As sidelines, the 


ring dealt in counterfeit money, arson 
and, probably, blackmail. 


Arsenic was the chief murder means. 


IO was relailed at $300, a pint' as 
''witch's brew" and wns fed the vic- 
tims in small doses by the ring's 
customers or agents. 
Since arsenic 


poisoning, Jn some stages, can be mis- 
taken for other internal disorders, 
the victims were buried as having 
died from colds, pneumonia, heart 
disease and so on. Dug up, the bodies 
of most of the victims were found 
lo contain arsenic. 


Sometimes the ring bludgeoned its 


victims to death, sometimes ran them 
over 
with 
automobiles, 
sometimes 


drowned them, occasionally gave them 
solube salts of tin (a subtle poison) 
or hemlock, which Socrates drank to 
die. 
There is a suspicion that the 


syndicute also used typhoid germs. The 
known victims in Philadelphia alone 
number 3$ and will probably lotal at 
.east 100. Police say 100 other wen 
killed elsewhere. 
• 


The rings' was probably the brain 


child of Herman Petrilo, Mrs. Fava- 
lo and one Rjjfaele Polselli, confessed 
accessory three slaying'. Polselli de- 
clared lhal after he and the two 
others thought up the scheme they 
were at a loss how to operate it. So 
he brought in .one Cesare Valenti, 
professional murderer and member 
of tbe sinister Black Hand. 


Valenti and Herman Petrillo look 


North Philadelphia for their "territory 
according to the police, and guve 
South Philadelphia to Paul Petrillo 
and one Morris Bolbor, gj-ocer and self- 
styled "psychiatrist." Valenti-Herman 
Petrillo specjlized in unhappy wives. 
Bolber-Paul Petrillo spccilized in sex- 
hungry, footloose men. As bait they 
used Hose Carina, otherwise known 
as "the woman with the kiss of death." 
Rose, now a fugitive sought fron) east 
to west, married or lived wilh various 
men. Those who were insured died.

Adopting an aggressive attitude at a 


general White House conference on tax 
revision, Harrison pioposed that a 
flat rate of 18 per cent be imposed on. 
higher-bracket 
corporation incomes, 


and asserted that if the house did 
nothing about it, he would see to it 
thai Ihe senate did. 


The meeting, attended by Harrison, 


Chairman Doughton (Dem., N, C.) of 
the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee,, Chairman Coover (Dem., Tenn.) 
of the latlei-'s Subcommittee on Taxes, 
Secretary Morgenlhau and Undersec- 
retary John W. Hanes of the Treasury 
produced, Doughton said, much dif- 
ference of opinion. 


No agreement was reached, he told 


reporters, but the obstacles did not 
spem. insuperable, and further con- 
ferences would be held. Ho added: 
"We will have some kind of a tax 
bill, of course. What changes will be 
made, I am unable to say."

But 
French jacks hadn't been satisfactory 
in this nation and besides the French 
breeders weren't, anxious to establish 
competitors. So, for 50 years scarcely 
a jack had been brought over. 


Then Thomas E. Berry, nephew of 


Oklahoma's lieutenant governor, dis- 
covered there was fun in the mule bus- 
iness. 


"Pick me up a good jack," said Ber- 


ry to his friend, W. L. Blizzard, now 
dean of agriculture at Oklahoma A. & 
M.'college, who was going to Europe in 
1937 to buy horses and sheep for the 
college herds. "Get me a Poilou." 


H was a hope, more than an order, 


but in France, Blizzard did see a good 
Poitou and bought it. His judgment 
was excellent, for the animal had 
plenty of stamina to cross the ocean 
and to thrive on the Oklahoma mule 
farm of Berrq and his partner, Jim 
Arrington. 


Most important, the curlyhaired one 


caught the eye of the sleek females 
of the Berry herds. 


Now Berry has American stock that 


carries the French characteristics of 
'Poilou. Important among these is un- 
Usual weight. Poitou's offspring weigh 
around 1,150 pounds and stand more 
than 16 hands. That's a lot of mule. 
The feet are large,'round and dense 
in texture, a big asset for farm ani- 
mals. These are the reasons Poitou's

In 1034 we had, a good share of the 
world .market. Now we don't. For- 
eign growers in Brazil, India, .and 
Egypt, taking advantage of the loan 
machinery . which kept U. S. prices 
from falling, have garnered a huge 
slice ofr,lho foreign market we once 
had. 


Here' is what is expected from the 


subsidy plan now virtually agreed 
upon: 


It will affect first the .'oncoming 


1939 crop. Without the subsidy it is 
estimated we would sell abroad only 
4,000,000 bales of the estimated 12,- 
000,000 bale crop. 
With the subsidy 


the Department of Agriculture ex- 
perls about 0,000,000 bales wilt be 
exported. 


That' will leave 6,000,000 bales for 


domestic consumption. .That is not 
enough. About 7,000,000 is the dom- 
estic need. .So , the extra .1,000,008 
bales for 'domestic need will: come 
cut of the Government's hoard of 11,- 
000,000 bales.'

Mitchell announced Monday. 


Also the state Highway Department 


will seek enforcement of a provision 
in Act 300 of 1937 which prohibits the 
parking of a motor vehicle on a paved 
road or "main traveled part of a.high- 
way" unless the vehicle is disabled. 


Mr. Mitchell's statement followed two 


fatal accidents, one of which involved 
a parked truck. 


The highway department will con- 


struct a three-foot gravel shoulder 
on each side of the U. S. highways for 
emergency use. Later the shoulders 
will be: "stabilized with asphalt, "Mi- 
Mitchell said. 


The state has built 200 miles of such 


shoulders since February 1 at a cost 
of approximately ?20,000. Work- will 
continue'at an expense of about ?1,500 
a week, Mr. Mitchell said. 


"The new shoulders will provide 


greater safety for cars forced from 
the pavement," he said. "The .most 
dangerous places will come first. There 
are many shoulders in the state fthat 
are menaces. If a-car is forced on a 
muddy shoulder it is very likely to 
go into a ditch.

Arkadelphia >and Texarkana had be- 
come a "r^ce tiack," Mitchell said 
he had asked the state police to place 
a special detail on that stretch to en- 
force the new speed laws.

The fast- 
est British planes make 350 or more 
On the other hand, the German bom 
bers are usually faster than the British 
types.

able exception—the new Bristol-Blen 
heim, which England is now makini 
and which has a speed of 295 mile 
rer hour and a range of 1900 miles 
The fastest German bomber has 
speed of 292 and a range of 1490.

Obtain an ordinary cardboard box. 


It should be about twelve inches one 
,way, and eight inches or more the 
other two dimensions. Exact size 
doesn't matter. Cut a hole la tbe 
•stdcjle of one end, a bit larger thfln 
your camera lens. Cut a large open- 
ing in the opposite end, and over 
this place a large, "keyhole" cut out 
of cardboard (see drawing above). 
It Is a good idea to paint the inside 
of tbe box blacfc, to guard against

After your first 
roll of pictures, you can tell ^ larger 
or smaller masks are preferable.
